Board ru led Monday that pay raises granted 
after the wage freeze ex pires at 12:01 a.m. 
nex t Su nday may not ex ceed 5.5% a y ear. 
The bo a rd a lso ruled tha t ra ises in ex isting 
co ntra cts ma y g o into effect a fter the freeze 
o nly so lo ng a s the bo a rd do es no t ra le tha t 
they a re ‘‘unrea so na bly Inco nsistent” with the 
5.5% ra le. 
Fu rthermore, the b oard ov erru led organized 
lab or’s k ey demand for b ack pay ment of raises 
lost du ring the freeze. It ru led that retroactiv e 
pay ment wou ld b e made only in a limited 
nu mb er of specifically approv ed cases. 
Howev er, the b oard left a loophole in the 
general pay gu idelines for some indiv idu al ex ­ 
ceptions. It said that in rev iewing b oth old and 
new agreements it wou ld consider ongoing pay 


practices “and the eq u itab le position of the 
employ es inv olv ed, inclu ding the impact of re­ 
cent changes in the cost of liv ing u pon the em­ 
ploy es’ compensation.” 
The b oard’s v ote was 10 to 5, with the 
pu b lic and b u siness memb ers comb ining to ou t­ 
v ote lab or memb ers. 
The ru ling b rou ght gru mb les from lab or, 
b u t no open rev olt, at least for the time 
b eing.

EVENTS 
IN PERSPECTIVE 


By WILLIAM O. DOBLER 


Last week bowed out with a confrontation of large pro­ 
portions between Gov. J. Jam es Exon, a few state senators 
and some educators. The governor came off positioned against 
state aid to education, although this is taking unfair liberty 
with what he actually said. 


What he really said was that it was “ cruel deception” 


to tie state aid for local governments to property tax relief. 
Very quickly, the issue was drawn on the subject of state 
aid to education, with proponents of that program claiming 
that state aid to education had reduced local taxes and that 
state aid has not yet been given a full chance. 


Everyone in the controversy is somewhat right and somewhat 
wrong. What the situation really points up is the fact that 
hard decisions are probably ahead for the people of Nebraska 
in regard to what they want. 


★ 
It is true that the state aid to education has been rather 
limited to date. But it is true, also, that what aid has been 
provided has not generally reduced local taxes. It has made 
local tax levies less than they might otherwise have been 
but the levies have continued to increase. 
Thus, local educational units have discovered that they 
needed both state aid and an increase in local taxes to make 
ends meet. Obviously, if state aid were raised enough, local 
property taxes for education could even be totally eliminated. 
But would this be the thing to do? We think it would 
not and we think that it is here that Governor Exon has 
a point to make. The danger in state aid is that it tends 
to dissolve local responibility. 


Hie funds that are collected by another subdivision of 


government are easier to spend by a local school district than the 
funds it must collect from its own local taxpayers. 


★ 
We believe that, among other things, Exon is saying that 
state aid to education does not promote frugality and efficiency 
at the local level and we think he is right. For this reason, 
such aid should be provided in small rather than large doses. 
Exon spoke, however, about the total local property tax 
levy, including city governments, counties and other units. He 
spoke in terms o f a possible limit chi school district spending. 
It is here that we see the hard decisions that will be 
made in the future. The fact is that taxes are high, regardless 
of the governmental level you care to examine. The cost of 
education has become especially heavy in recent years and 
there are no signs that the situation is going to be relieved 
in the very near future. 


Government, including education, is no different than the 


rest of the economy—4t has been hard hit by inflation. It 
. has been hit, too, by a constantly improving standard of ex­ 
cellence, better known as an increasing demand for services 
among the general public. In other words, the crunch between 
public spending and revenue has become more and more acute. 


★ 
. 
We are agreed that education and other governmental units 
are going to have to improve the measure of their efficiency 
and are going to have to find new ways of providing needed 
public services without an endless recourse to higher mill 
levies. 


But the governor’s answer to things is not a good answer. 


He would arbitrarily cut off tax receipts, as he has done 
at the state level, and there is only one aid to this. The 
end to this is mediocrity at best and very likely a rather 
substantial inferiority in comparison with other areas. 


Support of public services is not painless but it should 
not be expected to be so. The people may decide to cut 
government off at the pockets, as the governor encourages 
diem to do, but they will most assuredly live to regret such 
a decision.

Atomic Energy Commission scientists have 
termed the underground nuclear explosion at 
Amchitka Island Saturday a success and are 
confident that a second test will not be 
necessary. The warhead for the Spartan anti- 
ballistic missile, which was being tested, ap­ 
parently met requirements and the weapon 
will 
be 
committed 
to 
the 
U.S. 
nuclear 
arsenal. 
The test was successful, too, in another 
way. Environmentalists had feared that the 
underground blast might trigger earthquakes, 
tidal w a v e s or radiation leakage. The 
governments of Canada and Japan also op­ 
posed the test out of fear of a disaster. 
Although three justices favored intervention, 
a Supreme Court majority refused to halt 
the test. The AEC all along had said the 
explosion would be safe, and it was. Amchitka 
was not unscarred, but the test was safe 
to the point that a major catastrophe did 
not occur. 
The important thing about the Amchitka 
test was that it was necessary in order to 
perfect an anti-ballistic missile system to 
which billions of dollars have already been 


committted. That kind of test with that size 
of nuclear device would not have been un­ 
dertaken at that location, however, unless 
the AEC was sure tftiat it would be safe. 
Although the action involves the less 
awesome military commodity of spare parts, 
rather 
than 
nuclear 
warheads, 
we 
still 
welcome the State Department announcement 
that the U.S. has cancelled licenses for the 
export of more than $3 million of military 
material to Pakistan. This will, in effect, 
end the arms pipeline that has supplied 
Pakistan with spare parts and other military 
goods even though the Nixon administration 
had imposed an arms freeze in early April. 
Military aid to Pakistan was under fire 
in Congress because of the P a k i s t a n i 
government’s unpopular suppression of the 
East Bengali independence movement, and 
because the aid program has been a thorn 
in the side of good U.S.-India relations. 
The administration finally faced up to 
the realization that the U.S., in trying to 
compete with China in courting Pakistan, was 
losing India and a large slice of world 
opinion.

I was employed by them for 
nine years and I never ever 
had equal rights with the male 
employes except in the pro­ 
vince of the amount of work to 
do. When I quit, I asked the 
manager if he would ask for 
equal wages for me, hand his 
reply was; “ Why should I? I 
see no reason why we should 
pay a woman equal pay with 
men.” I replied that we had 
nothing more to talk about and 
did not return to work. 
I raised two boys who always 
had a little less or a little lower 
quality of material in things 
because their mother was the 
bread-winner. 
I created a real furor when I 
wrote to our news asking why 
in a full two pages of promo­ 
tions, there were no women 
listed. Their reply was that we 
can do something men can’t 
do—have babies. Wasn’t that a 
great reply? I always thought it 
took two to tango and also two 
to have babies, neither of which 
was relevant to equal pay for 
comparable 
work or 
equal 
chance for advancement. 
It would be interesting to 
check the number of managers 
for this grocery store. The only 
woman I knew of got in during 
World War II and they let her 
stay. Otherwise it was a virtual 
“ shut-out.” 
Our union representative was 
asked by a co-worker to ask the 
union for equal pay and he just 
laughed. He wouldn’t dare ask 
such a thing, and he didn’t. 
Well, I’ve been fighting this 
fight for 25 years and it still 
isn’t over, but at least I have a 
few more allies now. We didn’t 
have a law that I could use and 
I have written many a letter to 
help get the law that enables

The century-old question of 
land rights for Alaska’s 60,000 
Indians, Eskimos, and Aleuts 
will soon be settled. The Senate 
and the House have passed 
different 
b i l l s 
and 
the 
discrepancies are being ironed 
out in a House-Senate Con­ 
ference Committee. 
Although each bill grants the 
natives title to 40,000,000 acres 
of land, a small fraction of the 
land they claim, only 
the 
Senate provides for immediate 
land selection and possession. 
The House bill allots the land 
over a 22-year period. 
Thefre are dangers to the 
natives in not receiving the 
entire 40,000,000 acres now. If 
the land is allotted over a long 
period of time, the state of 
Alaska will expropriate the 
best native lands and open 
them to commercial exploita­ 
tion. Also, a partial settlement 
of land would deprive the 
natives of a 
much needed 
economic base 
and 
almost 
certainly 
engender 
another 
generation of native poverty. In 
order to insure a truly just 
settlement of the land rights 
issue, it is imperative that the 
final bill grant the natives im­ 
mediate title to 40,000,000 acres 
of land.

Asia and Africa were in such a 
state of anxiety and mistrust, 
but in the face of this general 
slippage, the P r e s i d e n t ’ s 
political stock seems to be ris­ 
ing.

policy infuriated the major in­ 
dustrial and trading nations of 
the world, and his misjudgment

Taiwan 
even 
if

irritates Peking, and even when 
Henry Kissinger is in that city. 
He goes for wage and price 
controls, even if this infuriates 
both labor and the ReouHi'' - 
conservatives, and violates all 
his own budget-balancing lec­ 
tures of the past. 


His theory seems to be that 


motion is progress, and in 
American politics, he may be 
right. For a tot of people now 
seem to be saying that they 
don’t know where he’s going 
but anyway he’s making a tot 
of dust. 


So here he is, a year before 
the big vote, with an intriguing 
formula for success through 
motion and pragmatism, even 
success through failure. He has 


abandoned most of the 
old

Space Age Doctor Likes Small Town Life

Lynch UR — Some good old 
fashioned 
“doctoring” 
with 
some “ space-age” methods has 
been ushered into this tiny 
community nestled in the roll­ 
ing sandhills of north central 
Nebraska, by a general practi­ 
tioner from the class of ’63. 


Dr. William Becker, faD, a 


graduate of the University of 
Nebraska 
Medical 
School, 


makes house c a l l s in an 
airplane, performs his tasks in 
surgical garb spiced with cor­ 
duroys and cowboy boots and 
has fonr assisting doctors who 
all fly Into “Trans-Dogpatch 
Airlines” to make their calls. 


But what Dr. Becker is most 
proud of—is a 30-bed, privately 
owned and operated, fully-ac­ 
credited hospital in this farm- 


ing and ranching town of 375 
persons. 
Dr. Becker said the new 
hospital was first conceived 
When state inspectors declared 
the old Lynch hospital a fire 
hazard and residents 
were 
faced with losing the facility. 


Plans Formulated 
They asked for and were 
granted an extension so plans 
could be formulaetd to remedy 
the situation. 
Dr. Decker said a hospital 
district was formed that cross­ 
ed two other county lines which 
had not been the case in the 
past. He said a group of land­ 
owners in the new district 
i m m e d i a t e l y filed suit 
challenging the new district. 
Between court battles and 


fighting for another extension 
to keep the hospital operative, 
the area residents decided to 
finance the hospital through 
personal contributions and a 
loan from the Small Business 
Administration (SBA). 


Two 
corporations 
w e r e 
formed, one to purchase the 
hospital and the 
other 
to 
operate it, and they went to 
work. Dr. Becker said the 
response was tremendous. The 
area citizens c o n t r i b u t e d 
$165,000 from their own pockets 
and 
the 
SBA 
loaned 
the 
Niobrara Valley Development 
Corp. another $275,000 and the 
new hospital went to the draw­ 
ing boards in earnest.

Dr. Becker described the 
process as “ quite a fight,” but 
pointed out the new facility 
meets both state and federal 
standards and can handle about 
anything that needs to be 
done. 
The hospital is fully equipped 
with modern medical needs, 
only on a smaller basis. It has 
a laboratory, X-ray facilities, 
an operating room, delivery 
room, nursery and a trained 
staff to man all the equip­ 
ment.

The tall, slender, good-na­ 
tured doctor ambles through the 
halls of the hospital on a tour 
in cowboy boots and corduroys 
and points out how the building 
was designed for maximum use 
with a minimum staff. 
A nurse’s station in one hall 
can watch patients call buttons, 
the nursery, recovery room and 
labor room all at one time. 
No Wasted Space 
There is no wasted space in 
the building and no need for 
any extra steps. 
Dr. Duane Peetz, a surgeon 
from Neligh,' Neb., also makes 
his calls at the hospital via 
airplane as does Dr. Marioo 
Cosand of Winner, S.D., and 
Dr. Rod Landers, a pathologist 
from Norfolk, Neb. 
They all use the facility 
owned by a local cropduster 
who has dubbed the private 
f i e l d , 
“ T rans-Dogpatch 
Airlines.” 


Because of the miles involved 


in his practice, Dr. Becker 
makes some house calls in his 
single 
engine 
airplane 
to 


remote ranch homes, “but only 
occasionally,” he says, when 
the situation warrants. 


He has a radio-equipped four- 
wheel drive vehicle in case of 
weather problems with the 
base station set up in the 
hospital. At night it is moved to 
the nurses’ station when staff 
personnel aren’t all on duty. 
A large mobile home has 
been converted into Dr. Beck­ 
er’s office where he has an 
X-ray unit, a pharmacy, a 
small emergency room, ex­ 
amining 
rooms, 
eye-testing 
charts — and always a waiting 
room full of people. 


Kids Enjoy Locale 
“ There’s got to be somebody 
to do it,” Becker said of his love 
for his practice in this quiet 
little town. “ Besides,” he said 
“ my kids would kill me if we 
moved.” 


His day starts early with 


breakfast at the local cafe 
about 7:38 a.m. with the local 
businessmen; 
then to th e 


hospital for the daily rounds 
and whatever else happens 
while he is there; then to the 
office 
sometime 
a r o u n d 


noon. 


If he’s lucky, he’s home at 
night, but that luck doesn’t 
always hold out as he is needed 
for traffic accidents, farm ac­ 
cidents and any other night­ 
time emergency 
Becker came to Lynch when 
the town’s former doctor re­ 
tired in 1963 and except for a 
two-year hitch in the Army he 
has always practiced here.

Corrective Steps Taken 


One of the many who jingled our telephone a week 
ago after an attack in this space on the sorry state of 
affairs that professional boxing has dipped to in Omaha 
was State Athletic Commissioner Cy Seitchek, a recent 
appointee to that post. 


After 
calming him down enough 
so that a rational 
conversation could be carried on, we got the impression 
that Cy is at least trying to clean up the stinky mess. 


“ The first thing that I’d like to 
have cleared up,” 
he asked, “ is that I was not the commissioner when the 
first four items you mentioned took place.” 


We’re happy to oblige and point out that he was not 
the commissioner during some of the Cornhusker Boxing 
Club’s worst moments. 


But those items were not intended so much as an 


attack „on the commissioner as on the Cornhusker Boxing 
Club which was'advised privately by me and perhaps others 
to clean up their house. But they chose to bury their 
heads in the debris. 


As to one of the other items, Seitchek points out that 
he has barred the judge, who is a part of the promoting 
group, from serving in a judging capacity. 


NO More Buzzello-Stander 


Seitchek also has taken care of what perhaps has been 
the biggest problem. 


“ Gene Buzzello will no longer be allowed to work fights 


in which Ron Stander is involved,” Seitchek pointed out. 
“ I was as upset about what happened in the Jessee Crown 
fight (the fast count) as you were.” 


But Seitchek disputes our contention that Ron Stander’s 
weight for that fight was 248 and not 225 as was announced 
at ringside. 
“ I wasn’t at the weigh-in,” Seitchek admits, “ but I 
had a very reliable deputy, Ken Syas, there and after 
your article, I checked with him again and he insists 
that the scales showed Stander at 225 .” 


A member of the Cornhusker Boxing Club told us that 


Stander weighed in fully clothed at 231 and they simply 
deducted six pounds for his clothing. 


Two different sources have told us they heard Stander 
admit at an Omaha steakhouse after the fight that he 
weighed 248 and he admitted on a television interview 
that he might have “ weighed about 235 .” 
Omaha World-Herald sports columnist Wally Provost also 
reported Stander weighed 248 and not 225. 


Other Steps Needed 


Seitchek also has one other creditable thing in his short 
reign as athletic commissioner. 


He has taken steps to clean up the ringside area where 


working writers have had to bump elbows with Dick Noland’s 
buddies. Seitchek has limited ringside seats to working 
press and working officials. 


But still more steps must be taken and to get those 
things done Seitchek needs the support of boxing fans and 
he may need some help from state senators. 
The Cornhusker Boxing Club must be shown that they 
are a promoting group and not a governing body. 


They’ve been running things the way they want to 


for so long that they’ve become like the five-year-old, who 
keeps sneaking . into the cookie jar and has been getting 
away with it so long that it’s tough to break him of the habit 
now. 


Nebraska is one of the few states whose rules governing 
boxing permit the promoters to name the referee and other 
officials with approval being needed from the Athletic Com­ 
mission. 
Most states, we think, make the appointment of officials 


a job of the commission and Nebraska statutes should 
be changed to that.

and 1,060 points from a na­ 
tionwide panel of sports writers 
and broadcasters following an 
impressive 37-0 trouncing of 
Iowa State.

Nebraska Wesleyan had 
of the best seasons in 
school’s 75 -year football history 
even though the Plainsmen lost 
their last two games. 


With a 7-2 record the seven 


victories represent the most 
any NWU club has won. Ten 
other Wesleyan teams also won 
seven games with the latest 
being the 1966 squad. 


Only the 1911 club, 7-0, and 
the 1946 team, 7-0-3, didn’t lose 
a game. 
The season was also coach 
Harold Chaffee’s most suc­ 
cessful after guiding the 1969 
team to a 5-4 mark and last 
year’s club to a 6-4 record. 
Chaffee’s three-year total of 18- 
10 rates as one of the best in 
Wesleyan history.

Board ruled Monday that pay raises granted 
after the wage freeze expires at 12:01 a.m. 
next Sunday may not exceed 5.5% a year. 


The board also ruled that raises in existing 


contracts may go into effect after the freeze 
only so long as the board does not role that 
they are "unreasonably inconsistent" with the 
5.5% rule., 


Furthermore, the board overruled organized 


labor's key demand for back payment of raises 
lost during the freeze. It ruled that retroactive 
payment would be made only in a limited 
number of specifically approved cases. 


However, the board left a loophole in the 


general pay guidelines for some individual ex- 
ceptions. It said that in reviewing both old and 
new agreements it would consider ongoing pay 


'Jail Probe Needs 
Help'—Mackey 


State Indian Commissioner Bob Mackey said 


Monday "political interests" are thwarting 
his investigation of conditions at the Thurston 
County jail. 


Although Mackey declined to name anyone, 


he did say, "Somebody is scratching somebody's 
back in hopes of dissipating the investiga- 
tion. 


"I'm not at all pleased with the lack of 


cooperation I've experienced." 


Jail Closing Asked 


The investigation was launched at the Sept. 


1 meeting of the Indian Commission when it 
was decided to ask the State Health Department 
to close down the Thurston County jail at 
Fender. 


At that time it was charged the jail failed 


to meet minimum health requirements. Indians 
also alleged financial improprieties involving 
Sheriff Clyde Storie and his wife. 


Mackey said since that meeting he has 


approached the State Agriculture Department, 
the State Health Department, the Revenue 
Department and the State Ombudsman. 


No Jurisdiction 


He said the Ombudsman and the Agriculture 


Department told him that they did not have 
jurisdiction in the matter. 


As of yet, he said, he has not heard from 


either the Health Department's Bureau of Stan- 
dards or the Revenue Department. 


He said he had requested information con- 


cerning a health permit and a sales tax permit 
for the jail, since he alleges the sheriff's wife 
runs a confectionary for the prisoners. 


No Answers Received 


'•That was two minths ago," Mackey said, 


"if it was an Indian that was being investigated, 
this matter could be resolved quickly. 


"I've exhahsted all agency resources at 


my disposal," he said; "They were all eager 
to assist me at first, but that was it — there 
was no further communications from them." 


Besides the state agencies, Mackey said 


he approached the Internal Revenue Service 
four months ago and consequently was promised 
an audit of Storie. Later, he said he was told 
it was not available. 


Regarding his next step, the Indian Com- 


missioner said he is undecided. 


'Very Pessimistic' 


"The matter could go to the local district 


judge, but I'm very pessimistic about the 
chances of getting results in that manner. 


"The attitudes of the area are anti-Indian, 


and I dont think the truth would come out." 


The alternatives Mackey sees left to him 


are on the federal level. He suggested possibly 
the Justice Department, the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs and a personal friend in the Nixon 
Administration. 


"But 
every day this investigation 
is 


delayed," Mackey aid, "it hurts our chances 
in the slander case involving the three men 
who made the original allegations against 
Storie."

Kidney Transplant 
Believed Successful 


Charles A. Roberts, a former Lincoln resi- 


dent, is reported recovering satisfactorily from 
a kidney transplant operation in Denver's VA 
Hospital. 


Roberts, who had been waiting several 


weeks for a donor, was called from the stadium 
while he was watching the Nebraska-Iowa State 
football game Saturday to be notified that a 
donor had been found. 


He was able to catch an afternoon plane 


to Denver in time to undergo surgery late 
Saturday evening. 


According to friends, Roberts was conscious 


and recognizing friends Sunday following the 
four-hour operation. 


Friends also reported that the donor of 


the kidney was a gunshot victim. 


Recovery from the operation, which was 


performed by a team from the University of 
Colorado Medical Center, will require at least 
two weeks hospltallzation. Roberts will then 
remain under the close care of physicians In 
Denver for three to four months to watch 
for signs of rejection or reaction to the powerful 
antibiotics used. 


Presently a resident of Omaha, Roberts 


was secretary of the Roberts Construction 
Company during his long residence in Lin- 
coln. 


Before undergoing the operation, Roberts 


was receiving dialysis treatments three times 
a week in Omaha.

This was 28 votes 
short of the two-thirds majority 
required for passage of a pro- 
posed constitutional

ment. 


Long hours earlier, scarcely 


20 of the 431 members of the 
House were present when the 
day's session opened with a 
prayer. 


"Lord, teach us to pray ..." 


intoned the House chaplain, the 
Rev. Edward Gardiner Latch, 
in the nearly empty chamber. 


But within minutes after the 


prayer had ended, members 
flocked to the floor in record! 
numbers and sat quietly as the 
debate began to unfold. 


Stepping down from 
the 


rostrum, Albert sounded an 
impassioned plea against the 
proposed amendment. 


"I'm not prepared to let the 


meddling hand of government, 
at any level, to any degree, be 
placed on any man's altar," he 
said. 


Agony Of Decision 


But it was Rep. G. V. (Son- 


ny) Montgomery, D-Miss., who

Chalmers Wylie, R-Ohio, first 
obtained 218 signatures on a so- 
called discharge petition to 
bypass the House Judiciary 
Committee, which had refused 
floor clearance. 


Monday, the House reaf- 


firmed the discharge of the 
committee by voting 242 to 156 
to consider the issue im- 
mediately. 


Language Altered 


As originally proposed, the 


amendment stated: 


"Nothing contained in this 


Constitution shall abridge the 
right 
of persons 
lawfully 


assembled, 
in 
any public 


building which is supported in 
whole or in part through ex- 
penditure of public funds, to 
p a r t i c i p a t e 
in 
non- 


denominational prayer." 


Aware that they were 


short of the required two- 
thirds vote, sponsors of the 
proposal 
amended 
it 
by 


substituting "voluntary" 
for 


"nondenominational" 
prayer 


and by adding the words "or 
meditation," making it read 
". . . to participate in voluntary 
prayer or meditation." 


"This nation was founded as 


a nation under God, and I call 
on this House to affirm it," said 
Rep. John Buchanan, R-Ala., a 
Baptist minister. 


But the House received dif- 


ferent advice from another 
minister, Rep. Robert 
F. 


Drinan, D-Mass., a Jesuit 
priest. Father Drinan said it

Cambodian Rain Gamblers 
Jam Streets In Wet Season 


Phnom Penh (UPI) - At 


least one of every 1,000 in- 
habitants of Cambodia's second 
largest city, the 
provincial 


capital of Battanbang, is a 
meteorologist. 


These 
weathermen 
need 


neither offices, satellite maps 
nor balloons to forecast the 
weather. An open space with a 
view or the rooftop of any 
building in town suffices. 


They receive no salary from 


the government nor from any 
private firm because their 
skills are put to use for their 
own benefit — gambling on the 
rain: when it will fall, for how 
long and how heavily. 


During the rainy season from 


late July through late October, 
the 
gambling 
weathermen 


crowd the sidewalks of one or 
two main city blocks seeking 
clients who want to get rich the 
easy way. Most are Chinese or 
Chinese-Cambodians. 


$6 To $8 A Day 


'One weatherman gambler, an 
ice cream seller in the nine- 
month off-season, says he 
makes 400 to 500 riels — the 
equivalent of about $6 to $8 at 
the official rate — per day, 
unless he is really unlucky. 


"I dreamed last night some- 


one was pouring w a t e r on 
me, so I got up early in the 
morning to look 
for 
the 


weatherman for a bet because I 
was so sure it would rain that 
day," a Cambodian housewife 
told her friend at the market 
one recent morning. 


"It was a good bet, 10 to one, 


but I lost because it rained at 
the wrong time," she com- 
plained later. 


Battambang's streets are like 


a regular 
stock 
exchange 


nearly every day in the wet 
season — especially w h e n 
clouds hang over the city. 


The rain gamblers operate 


above 
g r o u n d 
and in- 


dependently but, like organized 
crime, they telephone each 
other when the going gets tough 
with the authorities, which 


means arrest 
and harass- 


ment. 


Battambang is a town of 


50,000 not far from the Thai 
border. A healthy smuggling 
trade is the No. 1 headache for 
city officials. 


Second is the weather trade. 
As for the one and only 


legitimate 
weatherman 
i n 


town, he works a short and 
tedious day feeding a few of- 
ficial forecasts to commercial 
aircraft operating out of the 
city's tiny airport.

US. Hits Antiaircraft Sites In Won

IN PERSPECTIVE 


By WILLIAM 0. DOBLER 


Last week bowed out with a confrontation of large pro- 


portions between Gov. J. James Exon, a few state senators 
and some educators. The governor came off positioned against 
state aid to education, although this is taking unfair liberty 
with what he actually said. 


What he really said was that it was "cruel deception" 


to tie state aid for local governments to property tax relief. 
Very quickly, the issue was drawn on the subject of state 
aid to education, with proponents of that program claiming 
that state aid to education had reduced local taxes and that 
state aid has not yet been given a full chance. 


Everyone in the controversy is somewhat right and somewhat 


wrong. What the situation really points up is the fact that 
hard decisions are probably ahead for the people of Nebraska 
in regard to what they want. 


* 
It is true that the state aid to education has been rather 


limited to date. But it is true, also, that what aid has been 
provided has not generally reduced local taxes. It has made 
local tax levies less than they might otherwise have been 
but the levies have continued to increase. 


Thus, local educational units have discovered that they 


needed both state aid and an increase in local taxes to make 
ends meet. Obviously, if state aid were raised enough, local 
property taxes for education could even be totally eliminated. 


But would this be the thing to do? We think it would 


not and we think that it is here that Governor Exon has 
a point to make. The danger in state aid is that it tends 
to dissolve local responibility. 


The funds that are collected by another subdivision of 


government are easier to spend by a local school district than the 
funds it must collect from its own local taxpayers. 


* 
We believe that, among other things, Exon is saying that 


state aid to education does not promote frugality and efficiency 
at the local level and we think he is right. For this reason, 
such aid should be provided in small rather than large doses. 


Exon spoke, however, about the total local property tax 


levy, including city governments, counties and other units. He 
spoke in terms of a possible limit on school district spending. 


It is here that we see the hard decisions that will be 


made in the future. The fact is that taxes are high, regardless 
of the governmental level you care to examine. The cost of 
education has become especially heavy in recent years and 
there are no signs that the situation is going to be relieved 
in the very near future. 


Government, including education, is no different than the 


rest of the economy—it has been hard hit by inflation. It 
has been hit, too, by a constantly improving standard of ex- 
cellence, better known as an increasing demand for services 
among the general public. In other words, the crunch between 
public spending and revenue has become more and more acute. 


* 
We are agreed that education and other governmental units 


are going to have to improve the measure of their efficiency 
and are going to have to find new ways of providing needed 
public services without an endless recourse to higher mill 
levies. 


But the governor's answer to things is not a good answer. 


He would arbitrarily cut off tax receipts1, as he has done 
at the state level, and there is only one end to this. The 
end to this is mediocrity at best and very likely a rather 
substantial inferiority in comparison with other areas. 


Support of public services is not painless but it should 


not be expected to ibe so. The people may decide to cut 
government off at the pockets, as the governor encourages 
them to do, but they will most assuredly live to regret such 
a decision.

Test Safe, Necessary 


Atomic Energy Commission scientists have 


termed the underground nuclear explosion at 
Amchitka Island Saturday a success and are 
confident that a second test will not be 
•necessary. The warhead for the Spartan anti- 
ballistic missile, which w,as being tested, ap- 
parently met requirements and the weapon 
will be committed to the U.S. nuclear 
arsenal. 


The test was successful, too, in another 


way. Environmentalists had feared that the 
underground blast might trigger earthquakes, 
tidal w a v e s or radiation leakage. The 
governments of Canada and Japan also op- 
posed the test out of fear of a disaster. 
Although three justices favored intervention, 
a Supreme Court majority refused to halt 
the test. The AEC all along had said the 
explosion would be safe, and it was. Amchitka 
was not unscarred, but the test was safe 
to the point that a major catastrophe did 
not occur. 


The important thing about the Amchitka 


test was that it was necessary in order to 
perfect an anti-ballistic missile system to 
which billions of dollars have already been 


committted. That kind of test with that size 
of nuclear device would not have been un- 
dertaken at that location, however, unless 
the AEC was sure that it would be safe. 


Although the action involves the less 


awesome military commodity of spare parts, 
rather than nuclear warheads, we still 
welcome the State Department announcement 
that the U.S has cancelled licenses for the 
export of more than $3 million of military 
material to Pakistan. This will, in effect, 
end the arms pipeline that has supplied 
Pakistan with spare parts and other military 
goods even though the Nixon administration 
had imposed an arms freeze in early April. 


Military aid to Pakistan was under fire 


in Congress because of the P a k i s t a n i 
government's unpopular suppression of the 
East Bengali independence movement, and 
because the aid program has been a thorn 
in the side of good U.S.-India relations 


The administration finally faced up to 


the realization that the U.S., in trying to 
compete with China in courting Pakistan, was 
losing India and a large slice of world 
opinion.

And, further, "This is one member of 


Congress who hopes we have seen the last 
of foreign aid which has cost the American 
taxpayers $143 billion since 1948." 


What Rep. Martin suggests is that because

"obligations" to the U.S., this country should 
renege on its responsibilities to the world 
community.

quality of material in things 
because their mother was the 
bread-winner. 


I created a real furor when I

Their reply was that we 
can do something men can't 
do—have babies. Wasn't that a 
great reply? I always thought it 
took two to tango and also two 
to have babies, neither of which 
was relevant to equal ,pay for 
comparable work or equal 
chance for advancement.

The century-old question of 


land rights for Alaska's 60,000 
Indians, Eskimos, and Aleuts 
will soon be settled The Senate 
and the House have passed 
different 
b i l l s 
and the 


discrepancies are being ironed 
out in a House-Senate Con- 
ference Committee. 


Although each bill grants the 


natives title to 40,000,000 acres 
of land, a small fraction of the 
land they claim, only the 
Senate provides for immediate 
land selection and possession. 
The House bill allots the land 
over a 22-year period. 


The're are dangers to the 


natives in not receiving the 
entire 40,000,000 acres now. If 
the land is allotted over a long 
period of time, the state of 
Alaska will expropriate 
the 


best native lands and open 
them to commercial exploita- 
tion. Also, a partial settlement 
of land would deprive the 
natives of a much needed 
economic base and 
almost 


certainly 
engender 
another 


generation of native poverty. In 
order to insure a truly just 
settlement of the land rights 
issue, it is imperative that the 
final bill grant the natives im- 
mediate title to 40,000,000 acres 
of land.

Rome — Dr. Norman E. 


Borlaug, the father of the 
"Green Revolution," attacked 
'' irresponsible 
environmen- 


talists" Monday who seek to 
ban the use of DDT and other 
chemicals considered essential 
to increase world food produc- 
tion. 


The 1970 Nobel Peace Prize 


winner delivered an eloquent 
defense of a g r i c u l t u r a l 
chemicals including pesticides 
and fertilizers in a lecture 
before 1,000 delegates from 125 
countries to the 18th Governing 
Conference of the United Na- 
tions Food and Agriculture 
Organization. 


"K agriculture is denied their 


(chemicals) use because of 
unwise legislator! that is now 
being promoted by a powerful 
group of hysterical lobbyists 
who are provoking fear by 
predicting doom for the world 
through chemical 
poisoning, 


then the world will be doomed 
not by chemical poisoning but 
from 
starvation."

warned.

draw fire from environmen-

Borlaug predicted that the 


Green Revolution, if fully im- 
plemented, could provide suf- 
ficient food for sustenance in 
the next three decades. 


Terming chemical fertilizers

hunger." Borlaug said that 50% 
of the present world population

Republicans led by Sens. 


Roman L. Hruska, Neb., and 
Mar low W. Cook, Ky., pushed 
an amendment to delete the 
FTC's injunction power and its 
authority to seek court action 
granting 
refunds or 
other 


redress to consumers hurt by 
advertising or sales deception. 
The amendment was defeated, 
57 to 24. 


The measure was generally 


regarded as one of the two 
most significant consumer bills 
facing Congress this year. The 
other, passed by the House and 
awaiting Senate action, would 
establish an i n d e p e n d e n t 
federal agency to argue the 
consumer's 
side 
in 
issues 


before such agencies as the 
FTC and the Food and Drug 
Administration. 


There appeared little chance 


the 
Senate-passed 
measure 


would be considered by the 
House before next year. 


The bill's warranty provision 


would set federal standards for 
product w a r r a n t i e s and 
guarantees, and require the 
warranty to state whether or 
not it 
meets 
the 
federal 


guideline. 


It also would outlaw warran- 


ty "disclaimers" — small type 
provisions which 
sometimes 


give the customer less war- 
ranty protection than he would 
have under common law if 
there were no written warranty 
at all.

Dr. Pecker said > hospital 


district was .formed that, cross- 
ed two other county lines which 
had not been the case in the 
past. He said a group of land- 
owners in the new district 
i m m e d i a t e l y filed suit 
challenging the new district. 


Between court battles and 


fighting for another extension 
to keep the hospital operative, 
the area residents decided to 
finance the hospital through 
personal contributions aid a 
loan from the Small Business 
Administration (SBA). 


Two' corporations 
w e r e 


formed, one to purchase the 
hospital and ' the 
other 
to 


operate it, and they went to 
work. Dr. Becker 
said the 


response was tremendous. The 
area citizens c o n t r i b u t e d 
$165,000 from their own pockets 
and 
the 
SBA loaned 
the 


Niobrara Valley Development 
Corp. another $275,000 and the 
new hospital went to the draw- 
ing boards in earnest. 


The money was collected in

'Quite A Fight' 


Dr. Becker described the

The hospital is fully equipped 


with modern medical needs, 
only on a smaller basis. It has 
a laboratory, X-ray facilities, 
an operating room, delivery 
room, nursery and a trained 
staff to man all the equip- 
ment.

One of the many who jingled our telephone a week 


ago after an attack in this space on the sorry state of 
affairs that professional boxing has dipped to in Omaha 
was State Athletic Commissioner Cy Seitchek, a recent 
appointee to that post. 


After calming him , down enough so that a rational 


conversation could be carried on, we got the impression 
that Cy is at least trying to clean up the stinky mess. 


"The first thing that I'd like to have cleared up," 


he asked, "is that I was not the commissioner when the 
first four items you mentioned took place." 


We're happy to oblige and point out that he was not 


the commissioner during some of the Cornhusker Boxing 
Club's worst moments. 


But those items were not intended so much as an 


attack, on the commissioner as on the tyrnhusker Boxing 
Club which was 'advised privately by me and perhaps others 
to clean up their house. But they cbose to bury their 
heads in the debris. 


As to one of the other items, Seitchek points out that 


he has barred the judge, who is a part of the promoting 
group, from serving in a judging capacity.

Seitchek also has taken care of what perhaps has been 


the biggest problem. 


"Gene BuzzeUo will no longer be allowed to work fights 


in which Ron Stander is involved," Seitchek pointed out. 
"I was as upset about what happened in the Jessee Crown 
fight 'the fast count) as you were." 


But Seitchek disputes our contention that Ron Slander's 


weight for that fight was 248 and not 225 as was announced 
at ringside. 


"I wasn't at the weigh-in," Seitchek admits, "but I 


had a very reliable deputy, Ken Syas, there and after 
your article, I checked with him again and he insists 
that the scales showed Stander at 225." 


A member of the Cornhusker Boxing Club told us that 


Stander weighed in fully clothed at 231 and they simply 
deducted six pounds for his clothing. 


Two different sources have told us they heard Stander 


admit at an Omaha steafchouse after the fight that he 
weighed 248 and he admitted on a television interview 
that he might have "weighed about 235." 


Omaha World-Herald sports columnist Wally Provost also 


reported Stander weighed 248 and not 225. 


Other Steps Needed 


Seitchek also has one other creditable thing in his short 


reign as athletic commissioner. 


He has taken steps to clean up the ringside area where 


working writers have had to bump elbows with Dick Noland's 
buddies. Seitchek has limited ringside seats to working 
press and working officials. 


But still more steps must be taken and to get those 


things done Seitchek needs the support of boxing fans and 
he may need some help from state senators 


The Cornhusker Boxing Club must be shown that ihey 


are a promoting group and not a governing body. 


They've been running things the way they want to 


for so long that they've become like the five-year-old, who 
keeps sneaking . into the cookie jar and has been getting 
away with it so long that it's tough to break him of the habit 
now. 


Nebraska is one of the few states whose rules governing 


boxing permit the promoters to name the referee and other 
officials with approval being needed from the Athletic Com- 
mission. 


Most states, we think, make the appointment of officials 


a job of the commission and Nebraska statutes should 
be changed to that.

7-2 Football Season 


CHAFFEE RECORD 18-10

Nebraska Wesleyan had one 


of the best seasons in the 
school's 75-year football history 
even though the Plainsmen lost 
their last two games. 


With a 7-2 record the seven 


victories represent the most 
any NWU club has won. Ten 
other Wesleyan teams also won 
seven games with the latest 
being the 1966 squad. 


Only the 1911 club, 7-0, and 


the 1946 team, 7-0-3, didn't lose 
a game. 


The season was also coach 


Harold Chaffee's most suc- 
cessful after guiding the 1969 
team to a 5-4 mark and last 
year's club to a 6-4 record. 
Chaffee's three-year total of 18- 
10 rates as one of the best in 
Wesleyan history. 


Only five previous coaches 


have either won 18 games or, 
more as a Wesleyan coach. 


And only four have a better 


winning percentage than Chaf- 
fee with just two coaching 
more than one year at NWU 
W. G. Kline compiled a 36-17 
record from 1911-17 and George 
Knight a 24-9 mark from 1946- 
49. 


And with 17 of the top 22 


players off this season's squad 
returning for next year Chaffee 
is looking f o r w a r d 
op- 


timistically. 


"We should have 
another 


good season next year but in- 
juries will play a big part," 
Chaffee said. "The Plainsmen 
lost 13 players for part or all of 
this season. 


And all 13 either started or 


saw a lot of action. 


"We got as much playing 


time out Of our players that 
could be expected," Chaffee 
noted. 
"The 
underclassmen 


who played a lot did a better 
job than most everyone an- 
ticipated. 


"Our defense, especially the 


front line, w a s somewhat 


surprising and carried us in a 
lot of games," he said. 


Chaffee attributed the team's 


success to their positive at- 
titude which he said made up 
for a lack of experience. "The 
only other thing I wished we 
could've had is some reserve 
games," he assessed. 


"If we would've had enouigih 


players out to play three or 
four reserve games, it would've 
given the younger players more 
experience. The way it turned 
out we had to let them face 
varsity c o m p e t i t i o n im- 
mediately," he saM 


"Having no depth also hurt 


us in practice because we 
couldn't have contact scrim- 
mages or experiment much." 


Chaffee admitted he's glad 


the season is over but says his 
coaching duties for next year 
are just beginning.

Monday night's Pay Board 
rulings affect individuals 


Q: I had a raise coming 


before the freeze. Can I start 
collecting it after the freeze Is 
over? 


A: Probably, if it is not too 


far away from the genera! 
5.5% a-year standard set by the 
board. If the board rules that 
your raise is "unreasonably 
i n c o n s i s t e n t ' ' with this 
guideline it may reduce it to 
something lower. 


Q: My raise was not a 


general contract increase, but 
a yearly step-up based on my 
length of service. How am I 
affected? 


A: This is not entirely clear. 


The Pay Board ruling appears 
to apply to general contract 
increases and to allow addi- 
tional raises to individuals for 
merit or toneviiy. However, the 
board has not spelled this 
out. 


Q: 
My 
union 
is 
n o w 


bargaining for a new contract. 
How much of a raise can we 
get? 


A: Probably no more than 


5.5% 
a year. However, the 


board has left room for excep- 
tions. 


Q: I am not a union member 


and am not covered by a col- 
lective bargaining agreement. 
How much of a raise may I 
get? 


A: The same as for union 


members The board's ruling 
applies to both contracts and 
"pay practices previously set 
forth." 


Q: I had a raise coming dur- 


ing the freeze period. May I 
collect back pay for the raise I 
didn't get? 


A: Probably not. The board 


has made provisions for only 
limited exceptions, and each 
case of retroactive pay must be 
specifically considered. 


Q: What are these excep- 


tions? 


A- The board may approve 


retroactive pay if management 
raised prices in anticipation of 
wage increases scheduled to 
come during the freeze, or if a 
wage agreement was reached 
after Aug. 15 to replace one in 
which retroactivity was an 
established practice. The board 
said it might approve other 
exceptions to_remedy "severe 
inequities."

Q: 
Some 
colleges 
were 


allowed to raise tuition during 
the freeze. Does this mean 
their teachers will get retroao 
tive increases 


A: Apparently only if the 


board decides the tuition boosts 
were made in anticipation of 
the higher cost of teacher 
salaries 


Q: Are we stuck with this 


5.5% rule, or will the board 
change it? 


A: The board said this: "The 


appropriateness of this figure 
will be reviewed periodically 
by the board, taking into ac- 


count such factors as the long- 
term productivity trend of 3%., 
cost of living trends, and the 
objective of reducing inflation." 


Q: Who will enforce the wage 


guidelines? 


A: President Nixon has said1 


big wage agreements must be 
approved in advance by the 
board, others must merely be 
posted with the board for 
possible later revision, and the 
smallest will be subject only to 
policing by citizens' com- 
plaints. However, the board has 
not said which contracts fall 
into which category. 


Q: When do the board's 


guidelines go into effect? 


A: When detailed regulations 


are published in the Federal 
Register. The board is working 
on this. If they are not officially 
published before the wage 
freeze period ends 12:01 a.m. , 
next Sunday then the present 
freeze regulations w i l l apply 
until they are.

The earth around " g r o u n d 
zero" where the United States 
detonated a f ive-m e g a t o n 
underground nuclear blast col- 
lapsed into a huge crater Mon- 
day with a thud registering 5 on 
the Richter earthquake scale. 


The collapse, which was ex- 


pected, resulted from the cool- 
ing of hot gasse deep under the 
earth where the Saturday ex- 
plosion blasted out a huge 
cavern. 


It took place 38 hours after 


the blast, the Atomic Energy 
Commission said. 


Meantime, clean-up crews 


reported that several hundred 
fish, 13 dead birds, two sea ot- 
ters and two seals had been 
found dead on or around the 
bleak island. 


Cause Undetermined 


But the cause of the deaths 


had not been determined, and 
scientists speculated many of 
the animals could have been 
victims of a vicious storm 
which swept the island prior to 
the test.
